There ere hundreds of people who, liv­ 
ing in New York all their lives, have 
never even thought of going down to the 
Batter; to look at Castle Oaf den; hun­ 
dreds molt have never crossed Brooklyn 
Bridge. 
What 
is 
tine 
of 
New 
York, London, Paris, Philadelphia, Bos­ 
ton cr Chisago, is equally trne in a mod­ 
ified sense, cf 
Janesville. 
To 
the 
stranger the scenes break upon the vision 
with all the charm cf novelty, and he 
sees a thousand beauties where the resi­ 
dent sees merely a river; merely broid 
Reids and a possible chance to plat a 
half-section into residence sites. 
And 
so it is of the personnel of Janesville. 
I 
was 
strongly 
impressed 
with 
this thought a few evenings ago; I 
contemplated Dr. Feiry Palmer, who 
has neatly reached the prr.l nifct’a allot­ 
ted three score years bcd ten, and yet 
there is nowhere a more active man or a 
more busy or sacceisfci medical prii- 
titioner. A resident cl Janesville for 
the better part of his life, a man of al­ 
most universal trust, a meoioal practi­ 
tioner in almost every dime, he is yet 
hale, vigoroos, hearty, of splendid pby s- 
iqae, putting the “kids” of the profes­ 
sion to the blash by his wonderful activ­ 
ity, and adding fresh laurels to a career 
already rounded out with professional 
honors. 
WHEN HE WORE THE BLUE. 
What 
reminiscences are b r! 
I 
thought as I re jai led the time when i, 
then a mere lad, a drummer in one of the 
New York regiments, first saw him in 
Baltimore in 1862. 
My regiment was 
stationed at Stuart’s Hill. 
There were 
ciao one or two cavalry regiments and a 
wagon train. 
The military authorities 
decided to establish a hospital there, and 
General Wool ordered Dr. Palmer to 
assume the details of its oonetruotior 
Dr. Palmer was then thirty-five years 
old. 
His mental and physical activity 
were however soon recognized, and hi9 
duties were exacting and onerous. 
Any one who knows him,in these 
days, knows he rarely has a minute he 
can oall his own. It was only by scolder t 
I caught him a few evenings since dur­ 
ing a temporary lull. He was “reading 
up” a three dayb’ mail which in that 
time had accumulated because he bad no 
*ime,to give it bls attention. About 9 
o'clock in the evening ii was finished 
Fortunately no benighted patient ob 
traded our privacy, and I led by degrees 
to a Fcriee cf of war iemioisences that 
aouuded more like theoreati os cf fiction 
and coming from soy other than Dr 
Palmer, one would have thought the 
narrative the production of a highly de 
veloped imagination. 
But Dr. Palmer is not that kind of 
man. 
Early in the war General Hammond 
surgeon*general cf the army, recognized 
in Dr, Palmer a surgeon cf rare execu­ 
tive talent ar d professional ability, and 
he was entrusted with erection and ad­ 
ministration cf several large army hoe* 
pitals. He erected the (before mention­ 
ed) boppitil at Stuart's Hill, Baltimore, 
and the immense hospital at Patterson 
Park, in lhe same city. He had charge 
of 
THE EXCHAGE CF PRISONERS 
at Baltimore, and related several amus • 
mg incidents in this connection. I re­ 
call bot one cr two. On one occasion . e 
lof Gf confederate pilseners were being 
sent through Baltimore en route to Fort 
Monroe to be exohanged. As the train 
bearing them rolled into the Baltimore 
station, a guard was posted on both sides 
of the oars to keep outsider from oom- 
munnioating with the prisioners. De­ 
spite their precautions, two female rebel 
aymatbizers forced their wry into the 
train and held communication with sev­ 
eral “reb” officers before they were de­ 
tected. 
When it came «o Dr. Palmer’* 
knowledge he nrderei them arrested and 
sent to Fort McHenry. A few boun af- 
temprda General {Wool’s idjutanl-geD_ 
era! went to Dr. Palmer’s quarters and 
exclaimed. 
“Doctor, I hear yon have arrested two 
ladies. Is it true?” 
“5 » " 
“Where did you send them? ’ 
“To jail.” , 
“What had they been doing?'’ 
“Disobeying General Wool’s ordeis, 
in communicating with prisoners. ’ 
“ Do you know they are members cf 
the highest society ia Baltimore?” 
“ I was not aware of it, but I don’t see 
that it mades any difference.” 
“Do you propose to leave them ia jail 
all night ?” 
“ Well—I might make my repoit in the 
morning.” 
The women wtrs kept in jail all night, 
and the next mornmg Dr. Palmer was 
summoned to General Wool’s presence, 
where he found the exceedingly indig­ 
nant womeo before the general, who 
aahed what they were charged with: Dr. 
Palmer repeated what be bad told the 
adjutant-general the day bsfore. The 
women stormed; denied the charge ab- 
iol ately .and finally concluded by upbrid 
the doctor. Producing a cambric hand* 
kerchief he held up one of its corners, 
and asked, as he pointed lo a name on it 
“Madame, is that your name?'' 
“Yes, it is, and whet of it ?” efce angri­ 
ly replied. 
“Only this. 
We took this handker­ 
chief from 
THE MAN TOU GAVE IT TO. 
The note you also handed to him be 
obewed up into such fine pieces that we 
were unable to decipher it.” 
The fair rebels melted. 
* Eocugb!” exclaimed Wool. “Ladies 
you will have to taka the oath.” 
Nevet! 
What? Take the oath cf al­ 
legiance to a 
Yankee 
government?. 
Nevet! 
Never! ! Nevet! ! ! And pas­ 
sion fairly danced in their eyes/ 
“Officer; take these women back to 
jail,” said the general, and back they 
would have gone if they bad not 
wilted 
and 
taken 
the 
oath. 
A abort time afterwards two other Balti­ 


more belles tii d 'ho Fame caper, and 
they were tent by Dr. Palmer to Riot- 
mocd with the Johniy Rebs, in whom 
they weie ro much interested, from 
which piece they returned in about two 
weeks thoroughly cored. This broke up 
the practice. 
DR. PALMER'S CAPTURE BY EARLY, 
and hie 6ub«equent escape at Gettysburg, 
together with the experiences he had 
before he rejoined the Union forces, 
sounds like a romance. As an ex-soldier 
cf the war I now declare I would rath­ 
er have had that experience than any­ 
thing which befell me on the Appomat­ 
tox, and during the months before Peters­ 
burg. It was romantic, intensely dra­ 
matic and laughable for its narrow es­ 
capes and fanny incidents. Bat this is 
hest told in Dr. Palmer’s own words. 
Ile had no thought of talking for publi­ 
cation, but gave it to me as a reminis­ 
cence t hat caused him many a smile and 
me many delightful moments I 
“ Early in 1863 I was ordered to Yor*, 
Pennsylvania,” said the djotor,** to con­ 
struct a hospital that would accommo­ 
date several thousand patients. When 
I got there I found neither men nor ma­ 
teria). I was instructed to pay no more 
for lumber than the market price at Bal- 
tim »re. By scenting around the coun­ 
try I found a raft on the Susquehanna 
river *bich I bought at a price less than 
$11 below the Baltimore price per thous­ 
and feet for lumber. 
Then I returned 
to York, and told every carpenter and 
mechai ic I coaid get hold of to consider 
themselves in government employ, and 
d continua until the hospital was com­ 
pleted. I stayed at York for some time, 
and gradually organized the convales­ 
cents into a sort of home guard. Bat 
General Early, cf the rebel forces, came 
in aud I was captured. As I had charge 
these convalescents as oommnnder, I was 
not treated as a non-combatant, but as a 
me officer, and was larefully guarded, 
while kindly treated. I was taken under 
ail>’d 
orders 
with 
a 
detach­ 
ment 
of 
about 
forty 
cavalry 
from 
York 
to 
Gettysburg 
where 
we arrived early in July, 63. 
We were 
in some ecrab timer and brush as one of 
the confederate flanks, bu I I felt that it 
would not be long before the command 
would be engaged, and I wandered smi­ 
le-ti/ (!) around and got upon Brail feLce 
to get a view of the surrounding coun­ 
try. Pretty soon 
“ BOOTS AND SADDLES” 
was sounded, and when I noticed every 
soldier’!) attention was concentrated en 
the event of the moment, I quietly 
SPILLED MYSELF O IF THE FUNCK 
and made a sneak for the brash. 
la a 
few minutes I was missed, and three 
“Rebs” were detailed to recapture me. 
Singularly enough they bad neglected to 
disarm me, and as I had two revolvers, I 
gave them a volley. They must have 
thought they had run into a masked bat­ 
tery, tor they abandoned the pursuit, and 
I guiding myself ss well as I coaid by 
the sc anils of battle, made for what I 
thought were the Union lines. Presently 
I discovered the Union forces and sig­ 
naled them; bat as I was making for 
them, I noticed the very same detach­ 
ment of “ Reb” cavalry that bad bad me 
in charge came tearmg down the pike 
right in my direction. 
I was near a 
country church, and hke the Dishman I 
“took Banotuary.” I entered the ohnrob, 
closed the door, went ap into the choir, 
where I saw a ladder leading to the bel 
fry. I skinned ap the ladder, pulled it 
after me, and closed the trap door. 
The “ Reb?.” 
entered 
the 
church, 
glanced hurriedly around, for they knew 
I had entered. They had no time to 
stay there long, as the Union forces were 
coming in on them and they presently 
scampered away. For two hours I re­ 
mained rn tbaJ belfry witnessing a splen­ 
did artillery duel. Indeed I was between 
aud in the line of fire of the contending 
forces and while there several shells 
passed through the building, but fortu­ 
nately none of them as high as the bel­ 
fry. When things quieted down a little 
I made another effort to get into the 
I Union lines. But there was a constant 
shower of ballets and I lay down in a 
depression in the gronnd and waited 
with the natural curiosity inborn in ail 
meD. I occasionally raised my heed to 
see what was going on. 
Bot a bullet 
scrape d the skin off tbs baok of my neck. 
Ihen I concluded to remain quiet a little 
while longer. * * * la the course 
of the day I met Curtis, the New York 
Herald correspondent, and I now recall 
in that connection ane of the most lud­ 
icrous scenes I ever witnessed. We were 
standing near a rail fence and Curtis, 
with one foot on the lower rail, was 
using 
his 
knee 
as a sort 
of 
improvised writing desk, taking notes of 
the Ececes around him. There was 
pretty brisk firing in cor oeigbbothood, 
and I said ‘Look here Curtis; we’d bet­ 
ter get away from here; 
i t ’s to o w a r m . ’ 
“ ‘ No, no;’ Curtis replied, ' let’s wait 
abit and see wbat’s going on.’ Just at 
that moment a shell struck the rail fence, 
and sent Curtis Hying heels over head 
down the bank. I never saw a man so 
soared. He thought be had been hit, 
but fortunately it was only a scare.* * 
I got into the Union lines at nightfall, 
and was wilhrg to stay.” 
The dootor reflected a moment in a6ort 
of brown study, and looked up with a 
smile. “ Bat I had’nt got enough of 
war experiences when the war closed,” 
he said. “ I went to Pelvna ia 1666. 
Armed with letters from government 
officials I presented myself one morning 
to 
Bkoboleff’s adjutant-general, near 
Pelvna, during the Russo-Turkish war. 
“ 41 am glad to see you,’ said the Rus­ 
sian adjutant in excellent English. 
There I learned that all the educated 
Rmsiai s speak Eoglish very well. 
MY EXPERIENCE AT PLEVNA 
wire altogether moral. I lived princi­ 
pally on black bread and bard boiled 
eggs; and while I can stand most any­ 
thing in the way of subsistence dating a 
campaign, this was jast a little the worst 
experience I ever had in that line. I 
thought 
also I had witnessed some 
dreadful carnage during the rebellion, 
bat 
never equalled what I saw at 
Plevna,” 
It was getting late. A local newspa­ 
per man dropped in and took a seat aud 
listened tor a few moments. Then the 
telephone called the veteran physician to 
a distant sufferer. 
Buttoning bis great 
coat around Lim he went out into a 
piercing northeaster,and I shot toward 
my hotel.
